i population of less than 8000 does not rc- 
uire such a severe measure. 
Some of the 


egulations are all well and good and should 
ie enforced. But to prohibit more than two 
wheels going abreast, or the leading of a 
wheel from the repair shop to ihe home of 
ts owner is absurd. 


If a party of wheelmen thould be riding 


ogelher and one of their number break a 
chain or crank he cannot be towed by a 
rope or otherwise, but will have to walk the 
wheel through our crowded thoroughfares 
nnd the whole party will have to wait for 
he unfortunate member at the borough 
iniiU or all walk. 


Then if the bell on a wheel be too large, 


or is not sufficiently loud the offender is 
iable for a fine of five dollars. 


If the sun should be extra hot, or the 


weather prove rainy and the rider raise an 
umbrella for shelter, the penalty - is the 
same. 


Then again if a person should have a 


bundle in one hand and take off his hat with 
.he other the offender is liable again to the 
same fine, for not having his hands on the 
candle bars and the machine under full 
control. 


Such rules as these may be necessary for 


the regulation of wheelmen, but they will 
prohibit the holding of a bicycle parade, 
and the large runs from going through the 
town, aa it is almost impossible to get riders 
to go through town double or single file.

The meeting of tho society was divided 


into two be^sioiis. 
One session was held at 


10.30 in the morning and the other at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
General W. W. 


H. Davis, the president of the society, oc- 
cupied the chair at boih sessions, Alfred 
Paschall acting in his official capacity as 
secrelary. 


The principal feature of the morning 


session was a paper by Rev. D. K. Turner 
on "Little Neshaminy," iu whicli the stream 
was takeu-as the artery along which very 
much of the history of Bucks county had 
been enacted and on whose banks many of 
the county's historical 
monuments still 


stand. 


Mr. Turner fir»tieviewed the history of 


the most prominent families who have lived 
and died and left their children to live after 
them by Ibe side of "Little Neshaminy." 
He began away back with Sir William Keith, 
who relieved William Peun of much of his 
labors in this colony when old age begau to 
lay its hand heavily on the shoulder of the 
founder, and from him he traced ihe blood 
of the later Keiths, the Graemes, the Fergu- 
sons, the Lukens, the Penroses and other 
families well known in county annals. 


Then he took up the historical old mills 


whose wheels the water of the Neshaoiitiy 
have turned in days goue by and some of 
which still grind the grain of the country- 
side. 
In this list of picturesque utilities he 


induced the old Darrak mill, near Harts- 
villee, on the Old York Road;" the Mearns 
and Ross Mills, in Warringtoa Township;

MOSSO'S PLETHY3MCGRAPH. 


A Wonderful Invention Which Records 


Brain Movements. 


Professor Angelu Motwi of the Univer- 


sity of Turin has invented u machine, nulled 
a "balance," which, worked in conjunc- 
tion with his pldbhymiograpli, makes it 
possible for him to make many wonder!ill 
experiments upon tho working of tho hu- 
man Imiin. Both aro based upon tho sim- 
ple principle that "the more mental effort 
the more blood needed in the 
brain." 


Emotions, thoughts and Ideas need differ- 
ent quantities of blood, and whatever is 
required the brain draws from the body. 


The plothysmograph is a long glass til ho 


into which the ami is inserted nearly to 
tho elbow. 
The tube is then filled with 


water and sealed tit the bottom. Commu- 
nicating with this tube is another tube, 
tho second very slender and standing up- 
right. It is open to tho uir, and tho water 
in the large tube overflows n little into tho 
smaller. 
Under the influence of some

Falling Wulls at Fireo. 


Mr. Charles T. Hill contributes to St. 


Nicholas an article on "The Perils of a 
Fireman's Life," in the course of which 
he says: 


There are several kinds of falling walls, 


and tho fireman of experience know.s them 
well and what to expect from each. There 
is one kind that breaks first at the bottom 
and oomos down almost straight, some- 
what like a curtain. 
This makes n big 


noiso, but is not very much to bo dreaded. 
Then there is another that bulges or 
"buckles" In the middle at first and 
makes a sort of curve as it descends. This 
is a little more serious than the first and 
has caused many fatalities. Then there is 
ono that bleaks at tiic bottom and comes 
straight out, reaching clear across the 
street and remaining almost solid until 
it strikes, and, us un old time fireman once 
remarked, "That's the kind you want-to 
dodge." 


Tills kind of "falling wall" has caused 


more of the deaths in the department than 
any other danger tho firemen have to con- 
tend with. It has killed horses as well as 
men and destroyed apparatus', and it is

They Aro America's oVrtwit. TalKablo Con- 


tribution to tli« Bicycle, 


A liicyclo without a wood rim in this 


country is a rarity, yet only n few years 
ago the wood rim was unheard ot in this 
connection, and when it was introduced it 
was greeted luth ridicule on all Fiilcs. 
Tho \voixl rim is strictly an American 
idea, and to Charles 1". Harrington is due 
the credit of introducing it. Mr. Ilr.rring 
toil's early life was spent at the wood 
working business in "Vermont,'and later, 
when ho engaged in the bioyclo manufac- 
turing business, it was natural lor hiir, 
to Think of using wood for u rim. 


Hundreds of patents for special features 


pertaining to bicycles aro granted each 
year by tho United titates patciit office, 
but the majority of them die a natural 
(loath. Few pay uny money to the invent- 
or. The wood rim is undoubtedly the most 
yalnublo contribution America has given 
to the bicycle. Nearly everything olse that 
has stood tho test of aclual use has come 
from "tho other side.'' France jntroducecl 
the bicycle, but England improved it aiifl 
gave to riders the &usponsion wheel, ball 
bearings, pneumatic tiro, tubular frame 
and the ordinary and safety types. 


America litis held her own in wood 


working. In fact, fche leads tlni world, 
and the liglit, strain resisting American 
buggy always has been a mar\el to ior- 
cipnia's. 
Its wheels are so light that the 


foreigner woiTdcrs how they hold together, 
buttlie much talked of. resistance lathe 
secret of it. It is the combination of wood 
and £J,eel that makes tho American buggy 
possible. 
The wood absorbs the shock of 


vibration—is resilient. The same principle 
applies to thci steel rail and the wood tics 
of the railway. Without the wood ties the 
immense strain would tear something to 
pieces. 
A sleel rimmed wheel without n 


tiro is virtually a solid, which feels jars 
all through; tho wood rim bears jars, as 
it is the nature of tho wood to bear them, 
saving tho wheel and tho v hole structure 
and not suffering itself. It is lighter than 
the steel rim, and it permits the fraini. 
also to bo made lighter. 
There are some 


incidental advantages also and some not 
so incidental. 
For instance, tho wood 


springs hack and lights itself from strain, 
while the steel stays sprung and buckled; 
tho wood does HUB rust and dent, and ce- 


easjer.—New York

lii»go portion of tho oilk'crs would resign

o irmke the American eonting<'nt 15,00( 
troug, and to this might be added a I 
umber (if Mexican soldiers. 
With sucl 


im army it wns suggested that Mexico 
could bo held and governed in un orderly 
way and prosperity might bo assured. 


Tho plan contamplntcd a pronuncia 


mento, in which General Scott should dc 
olnro himself dictator of tho republic for f 
term of /Ive years or more, to givo time 
for agitators,to acquire pacific habits am 
to learn to govern themselves and to re 
spoot an orderly government, where tho 
rights of property wei'e not only respected 
but fully protected. 


Already in possession of tho fovts, nr 


scnuls, foundries, cities, mines and ports 
of entry, with nearly (ill the arms, it wa 
not doubted that a very general acquies- 
cence would follow. 


Grant was invited to several conclaves 


of oflicerH, but from tho first emphatically 
declined 10 enter into the plot.

The Letter K. 


The sound of K was among Semitic 
peo- 


ple's designated by two characters having 
nearly the same phonetic power—kaph, 
the hollow of the hand, and koph, tho 
hind head ir book of tho head. Both were 
transplanted Into Greek, though tint one 
was needed. The form has been much 
altered, bur the Hebrew knph bore a strong 
resemblance to tho hollow palm with the 
thumb extended, and hence, no doubt, the 
name. 


Tho state of Franklin once formed In 


»roil, if not in iinuul'ihon, an importune 
part of the Union. It hud its executive, 
legislative and judicial departments, ex- 
ercised governmental functions, maintain- 
ed d respectable milifclu, (lonriehod apnce, 
und then, after a varied experience, com- 
pletely disappeared from the "sisterhood 
of states." From historians the Bfcuto of 
Franklin liue received scant attention, und 
to the inujority of the present generation 
its identity with the slnte ot Tennessee 
seems almost asmythiculus that of Plato's 
Atlantis with tlio American continent. 


A fow tliouRimd mountaineers, in a re- 


mote wilderness, infused with tho princi- 
ples which Inspired the Revolution, hud 
banded together and formed a state gov- 
ernment of their own. 
With John Sevier, 


an ideal frontiersman, as the hero, with 
looul self government as the animating 
motive, with a variety of plots und coun- 
terplots to lend picturesq lioness of incident, 
with phases of comedy interspersed now 
(Hid tlion with episodes truly tragic, tha 
drama waH acted out amid tho mountain 
regions of Tennessee. 


When tho American Revolution broke 


out, what is now the state of Tennessee 
wus an unorganized, sparsely settled ter- 
ritory. 
In 1776 Its inhabitants, under tho 


leadership of Captain Sevii'r, petitioned 
the North Carolina legislature to he an- 
nexed to that Rtuto in order to contribute 
choir plmre toward national independence. 
As the expenses of the war bore heavily 
on tho Old North State, her legislature 
•was only too glud to divide tho burden. 
Tho petition was granted, and what is 
now Tennessee formed part of North Car 
olinu nutil tho eloseof tho Revolution. As 
it bad now become a source of expense 
rather thun help, tho North Carolina leg- 
islature in .Tune, 17S4, without consulting 
those most nlleoted, ceded to tho federal 
government tho wholo annexed territory 
under tho niiinc of tho District of Wash- 
ington, provided tho government should 
within two years signify Its assent. 


Tho settlers, naturally objecting to such 


a wholesale disposition of themselves, rose 
up in wrath. Tho manner and conditions 
of the cession wore repugnant, and the 
people fult thut they had not only been 
trilled with, but subjected to two years of 
unuiohy and disorder. 
Calling a conven- 


tion In August, 1784, they formed tho 
etato of Franklin. 
The North Carolina 


legislature, realizing its error, hastened to 
undo its mistake and roannoxed 
the 


"Washingtondistrict." Thainhabituntsof 
Franklin rejected offers for reconciliation, 
and Captain Hovler, though at first in- 
clined touchieoa return of allegiance to 
North Carolina, yielded to an overwhelm- 
ing public scritimontunel accepted tho gov- 
ernorship ol' tho new state. 
He was in- 


augurated at Wutauga on March 1, 1785. 
Some sort of order was now established, 
at least for a tiiue. 
A court was created, 


tho militia thoroughly reorganized and 
peace effected with Indians. 


But pcaco did not long prevail. 
Com- 


plications arose wliiuh i;ept tha young 
state of Fiunklin in u constant turmoil 
Congress still asserted jurisdiction. A re- 
tiction, stimulated by disappointed office 
seekers, ensued among those who had been 
most clamorous for the new state. Jeal- 
ousy of Scvier's success animated his ri- 
vals, -who henceforth sought to inako his 
life u burden. The population was divided 
into the Franklin and tho North Carolina 
factions. Elections were held nnd appoint- 
ments made under the laws of Loth states. 
Two sots of officers claimed authority, each 
nullifying the acts of the other. 
Ono fac- 


tion would steal the public records from 
tho other, only to bo treated in liko man- 
ner in turn. Tho courts were In a choatic 
condition. 
Wills eotild not be proved, ti- 


tles perfected or justice administered. No 
tuxes woro paid. Marriages performed by 
officials of one faction were not recognized 
by the other. 


Still the determined young state fought 


for its life. It exercised even federal power 
und authorized the coinage of specie, 
though its chief medium of exchange con- 
tinued to be the skinb of wild animals. 
Finally emissaries were sent to tho North 
Carolina legislature to make overtures of 
peace. 
Tho address of Franklin's repre- 


sentative was a model of eloquence, fervid 
with the rhetoric of the era. 
But it fell 


upon unheeding enrs. 
No recognition 


would be made of the rebellious state. 


The last session of tho Franklin legisla- 


ture was held in September, 1787. 
That 


there wus then no intention of surrender- 
Ing is evident from one of tho acts of the 
legislature, which has been preserved and 
is interesting as au example of primitive 
financiering. 
The law is us follows: 


"Be it enacted by the general assembly 


of the state of Franklin, and it is hereby 
enacted by tho authority of the same, that 
from tho 1st day of January, 1788, the sal- 
aries of the officers of this commonwealth 
be as follows, to wit; 


"His excellency the governor, per an- 


num, ],000 deerskins. 


"His honor the chief justice, 500 deer- 


skins. 


"The secretary to hisexecllency the gov- 


ernor, 600 raccoon skins. 


"Treasurer uf tho state, 450 raccoon 


skins. 


"Kach county clerk, 800 beaver skins. 
"Clerk house of commons, 200 raccoon 


skins. 


"Members of tho assembly, per diem, 3 


raccoon skins. 


"Justice's fee for a warrant, 1 mnskrut 


skin. 


"Constable for serving 


mink skin. 


"ffinucted into a luw tho 18th day of Oc- 


tober, 1787, under the groat seal of the 
state." 


Meantime Governor Caswell of North 


Carolina issued his proclamation declaring 
tho government of Franklin illegal, stig- 
matizing its officers and adherents as reb- 
els, and demanding surrender and ac- 
knowledgment of the authority of North 
Carolina. The Frauklinites refused, and 
it was only when forced by a superior 
number of troops that they yielded. The 
state ended its short lived career with n 
sort of judicial farce. 
Sevier, of course, 


was arrested and prosecuted. 
During the 


iroeecdings nn aidunt Franklinito rushed 
into the presence of the court aud dramat- 
ically referred to the popular idol then on 
trial. In the uproar that folio-next Sevier 
walked out of the courtroom and was not 
(gain molested. 
Years afterward he was 


elected first governor of Tennessee. 


The state of Franklin was obliterated, 


ts territory forming part of North Caro- 
iua once more, until 17(10, when, under 
ho name of tho District of Washington, It 
vas ceded to the federal government. .1 me 


1700, 
it was duly admitted to the Un- 


on.—Chicago Post.

The Yellowstone luke is u rook basin. 


Not very long ago from a geological point 
of view it hud a drainage the other way. 
The old outlet led southward across to 
Ocean pass, down through a com para tiv- 
ly insignificant rivar, into the Pacific. Its 
traces are still clearly visible, whereas the 
present outlet is north by way of tho Yel- 
lowstone river into the Missouri, and thus 
into the Atlantic watershed. 
This is due 


to u change in tho movement of the earth's 
crust, und the basin itself is partially due 
to atmospheric disintegration. 


Eagle's Nest lake, in the Adirondacks, is 


a glacial luke, u rock basin luke. Such lakes 
aro scattered through the Adirondack's 
by tho hundred. 
There aro more of them 


in that single region than in tho wholo 
konth, because the south is of comparative- 
ly ancient topography, not having been 
glaciated. 


Luke George is an ice basin—not a mere 


dam of marine material or anything of 
that kind. It is yet more ueautllul and 
picturesque than Luke Chumplaiu. 


Seliroon luke, in the neighborhood of 


tho Adirondacks, is a rock basin, due 
partly to folding movements of tho earth's 
crust, partly to tho gouging out' of the 
loo?e soil by the action of tfhe great jcq 
sheet. 


Devil's lake, in Wisconsin, is u glacial 


lake remarkable for its circular form find 
for the very curious character of tho cliffs 
that border it in many places.—Exchange.

Explosions In Warehouses. 


Mr. Charles T. Hill writes for St. Nich- 


olas an article on "The Perils of n Fire- 
man's Life." After speaking of the "bock 
draft," that is responsible for many 
deaths among firemen, Mr. Hill says: 


Another kind of back draft that is 


greatly dreaded takes the' form of ,uu ex- 
plosion, and is usually met with in Ares 
in storage houses and large warehouses 
that have been closed up tight for some 
time. A firo breaks out in such u build- 
ing, and, us a rule, has been smoldering 
for some time before it is discovered. TJio 
firemen aro summoned, and raising a lad- 
der they pry open an iron shutter or break 
in a door to get ut the fire. The combus- 
tion going on within the building has gen- 
erated u gas, and tho moment the air gets 
to this, through the breaking open of the 
door or window, the mixture ignites. An 
explosion follows and a portion or the 
wholo of tlio front of the building is blown 
out. 
Several accidents of this kind have 


occurred in New York, one in a storage 
warehouse in West Thirty-ninth street a 
few years ago, when the whole front was 
blown out, hurling the firemen from the 
ladders and severely injuring a large num- 
ber. 
Another accident of the same nature 


occurred. shortly after this, in a large 
wholesale flour warehouse down town. In 
this case it was supposed that particles of 
flour in the air inside the wareho'use be- 
came ignited and exploded, but it was 
practically another case of the back draft. 
Several firemen wore maimed and injured 
in this case.
